venin, m m extraordinary Russian, is 
well enough known to the world ast 
IKilitician urid leader, but little known 
as a personality. W. II. E, Basevl, in 
the Forum, discloses some interest­ 
ing facts regarding the educational and 
moral influences that early shaped tile 
character of tills sinister revolutionary 
and tfiat went toward the making of 
the man who lias turned the trem en­ 
dous tide of a vast empire. 
“ I ntil 1917,” x* rites Mr. Basevl, “he 
was merely one of a 
host of dis­ 
gruntled exiles, wanderers in foreign 
lands, who lived from hand to mouth 
by free lance Journalism, or picked up

gulden or by lecturing and teaching 
It it <udun, assisted at infrequent and un­ 
certain intervals by rem ittances from 
reluctant 
relatives, 
and 
loans from 
friends. 
Driven by poverty as well as 
By convlctiim to Join the underworld 
of revolutionary intriguers, and to Join 
In plots against tie government wher­ 
ever they might Is*, they were always 
under surveillance by the pollee, and 
xvere compelled to change their names 
as frequently us their homes in order 
to evade pursuit and guln a little res­ 
pite." 
Arid continuing, Mr. Basevl says: 
"Vladimir 
Ilyltch 
Ulianoff, 
whose 
nom de guerre is Lenin, is the son of 
a member of fHe* lower order of the 
ii credits try nobility. 
Th* father* appar­ 
ently had revolutionary theories which 
lamln and his elder brother put Into 
practice, 
The two boys were educated 
ut the Kazan university, and here oc­ 
curred a tragedy which was probably 
tile turning point In Lenin's <*ar« **r. His 
elder brother was executed for com­ 
plicity in a plot to assassinate tile czar, 
Alexander HI. 
It is not difficult to un­ 
derstand tile effect of this distressing 
event upon an emotional and courage­ 
ous youth, already convinced that ab­ 
solutism was tile cause of Mil flit* trou­ 
bles in his unhappy country.

eyes, his brother was a martyr, and he 
himself x\:is ready for Hie same fate.
